During the fall of 1970-71, 217 questionnaires were received from secondary 
schools in Florida relative to psychology coiirses being taught. Ihis section 
reports the responses to item #31 ("additional coitinents",) of that mestion- 
naire. 

Code No. Cqnments 

003 I taught psychology last year and answered this question from 
my standpoint as last year's teacher. I ain no longer in the 
classroan. 

I do feel that there is a need and an interest in the course. 

004 Please let me know what develops - I am very interested. Vfe 
new offer semester courses in Sociology, Psychologv, Marriaae and 
the Family, and Contemporary Affairs - all of which include soirc? 
study of psychology. 

008 fXir high school is small and we require two social studies 

courses in grades 10-12 already. We might consider psychology as 
an elective in future years. 

012 As a former psychology instructor in Wisconsin, I can state 
unequivocally that this course was not only a pqDular one with the 
student populus, but it was also an influential factor in vocational 
goals; and I would recoTmend it be inplemented into secondary 
curriculum v;here possible. 

013 The study of human behavior in high school is essential to 
solving the problems of our society. 

017 Student enrollment v;ould have been greater this year if I had 
taught it, but it was necessarv for me to take all the histories;

If additional infomation were available students could receive 
a broader knowledge of this field.

034. The major difficulty with hicdi school nsychology is^ in my opinion/ 
the shortage of coipetent teachers. V^e need a special certificate 
area for this subject. 

037 I \NOuld like to hjave a course added in psychology^ but without 

additional staffing it vrauld not be Dossihle. 

041 Students have asked, about this subject^ but we have never been 

able to offer it. 

046 Psychology can be a tremeorlous aid in developing our vouth. It

Psycholocr/ has been a more academic course rather than a personality 
adjustment course which it was four or five ysars ago.

068 \^ use one seirester to study the behavior of the individual in 
ciroups, and the other semester to study the behavior of the individual 
alone. 

071 The course is one of the most popidar at our school. Tteachers 
v/ith adequate background of the subject, and sui-)ject interests to 
mke a good coiirse are hard to locate. I'te cannot teach all who want 
the course for this reason.

needed .

133 Academic courses are being offered first this year, l-fe plan to 

teach psychology as soon as possible. 

139 Vkyald appreciate any information you might have as to a course 

curriculum - the course was designed for 1 semester but I have to 
. stretch it Oac for 1 year - I have a definite lack of material and 
wuld appreciate any information you could give me. 

142 Text used is Psychology and Life , v^ch is a college text. The 
reason it is used is because of the high percentage of college- 
oriented students enrolled. Tlie program is new and seems to be well 
received and appears that it will grow. 

143 As yet I am not familiar with the texts and v^t type of nnterials 
will be needed. Text to be used will be Psychology; Principles and 
Applications (T.L. Engle) . 

144 I and my students are very interested in psychology. If you have 
any information that I can use, please send it to me. 

145 EnrolMent figures include classes taught by two teachers. Child 
Developnent and Family Life classes are taught by the Hone Bconcmics 
Department.

146 The enrollemnt has remained constant due to the fact this is a 
select course at our school cind even though we have many, many more 
students waiting to take the course we do limit the number. 

149 Student enrollinent has declined because of schedule difficulties. 
I do not teach it in a technical way, but try to make it apply to 

pupils' lives, now and in the future. I have many seniors and former 
cjraduates tell me Psychology' was the most valuable course they had in 
school. 

14R In Hcne Economics, the students are exposed briefly to child 

beliavior as a part of their curriculum. 

150 Vte need help to adjust to ^-ital integration. We have approximately 
45 blacks euxl 55 whites togeth for the first time. Personal adjust- 
r^nt to this change is difficult. It is improving but there is need for 
Ixickgrourl materials for a better understanding by both races. 

153 Although overall enroliment has risen, there was a conflict this 

PL-irticular year in elective courses needed. Therefore t±iOse taking 
l^sycholocp/, conpored to last year dropped. 
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15 S I am in hopes of building up the psychology curriculum, ard would 

be grateful for any material that would help me do so. 

Engle's book is used as background material -.our library has very 
few resources. \ 

158 Originally a part of Advanced Social Studies, psychology can no 

longer be offered in this school by directive of the principle. 

160 Textbook (Engle) is horrible I It is too simple, even more, it is 
boring . With more materials and audio-visual aids, course could be 
made a lot more interesting. 

161 Reason for decline in enrollment is that total school enrollment 
is down 2/3. 

163 Psychology is taught for a semester with Sociology taught one 

semester. 

Although the actual number of students taking courses dropped from 
55 to 27, this was due to droppjjig of one period of psychology to fulfill 
other requirements. Next year we hope to add at least a second period. 

165 If there is any other v;ay I can help, please let me know. I am 
also interested in learning the results of this test. ^ 

166 You will note a decline (210 to 150) in student enrolled. One teacher 
assigned to this course last year caused this decline. Normally we have 
seven to nine sections of 30 stixients each. 

I do not teach the course, but am in charge of curriculum. 

167 Psychology will be offered as a senester course at our high school 
naxt school year - 1971-1972. We are already making plans to do this 
and will appreciate any information or suggestions concerning the course. 

168 The principal dropped the course because he favors it being taught 
through courses like Sociology, Hone and Family Living, Personal 
Problems (9-12) . 

Every year during registration students inquire about including it 
in the curriculum. The course v;as very popular when taught. Several 
of our graduates are mjoring in Psychology. 

L69 I'm glad someone is finally taking an interest in high school 

psychology. We usually are thro^vn in with Social Studies ana get 
literature or have vrorkshcps pertaining to history with no mention 
of psychology. 

172 I believe that there is a definite place in the high school 

curriculum for psychology, hc^^ver, there needs to be a great deal 
of vrork done before it can be real effective in the high school 
program. 

Personally, even though I've had to teach it for several years, I 
feel very inadequate. 
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173 As we do not screen out slow learners or average learners, the 

state adopted texts are much too difficult and are not designed for 
an eighteen weeks course. We recently purchased the BRS-Foringer 
Classrocn\ Experiment Kit - it is helpful.

187 I teach all the Senior Government classes and can not add another 

course to my teaching load. The other tvro Social Studies teachers also 
have a full schedule already with Anerican and World History. 

190 This is the first year psychology has been taught at Palmetto,

192 The use of films available through the State Board of Health have 
added much to the effectiveness of our courses. A file of magazine 
clippings on subjects studied in the course vMch have been brought in 
by students provides current information.
